"Regula sancti hieronimi, Loci sancti b«ernardini?» verone," possibly referring to the Franciscan convent by that name, 
built in Verona beginning in 1452 and consecrated in 1453, or possibly referring to the monastery of the hermits of St. 
Jerome, Fiesole congregation, a Hieronymite order found in 1360 by Carlo di Monte Granelli (d. 1417; note, however, that 
the Rule inscribed in this manuscript was only approved by the pope in 1428, and Verona is quite distant from Fiesole). Gift 
to the Houghton Library of the economist, Imrie de Vegh (1906-1962) on 25 November 1949.
